Tokyo, July 30.-. 


The strongest Commu nist drive ogainst the United Nations forcos 
is under way on the Central Front area where the Reds have 
thrown forces equal to two divisions aga inst one American and 
one South Korean division. 

This was revealed by General MacArthur's spokesman who said there had 
been some guerilla activity reported behind the United Nations forces 
engaged on the Kumchon front. 

This is whore the Reds are trying to ond ‘thotr run around tho loft flank 


in an effort to move in on. Tacgu. 


The Americans in this. moun- 


tainous area are guarding the roads and in one important place hold 
the forward end of a poss Icading down to a friendly area. 


The spokesman sold’ tne 
Ameorican First Cavalry Divi- 
slan hos been under heavy 
pressure since early this morne 
ing. Yesterday the First 
Cavalry Division moved to 
positions West and South of 
Kumchon, the spokesman sald, 
suying this planned = with- 
drawal of several miles en- 
abled the Americans to guard 
the roads both from the West 
dnd South. 

First Cavalry Division artillery 
unloading on the Reds claimed 12 
enemy anti-aircraft guns and an 
ammunition dump that had been 
moved up near the front. « 

The spokesman said the Ameri- 
cans made contact with the Com- 
munists at a'potnt West of Saon- 
wonenl, about cight miles North 
of Kochang, They were hit hard 
by the Communists but held thelr 
Bround. The spokesman said the

Destroyed by fire. 


On the morning of Thursday the

'\ BEHIND THE 
SCENES 


In its first report to the. 
Security Council on the con- 
flict in Korea, the United 
States Government emphasis- 
ed that the North Korean ag- 
gressors dispose of resources 
in battle, both in weapons and 
in personnel, far in excess of 
their internal capabilities. 
They had also the initial ad- 
vantage always claimed by 
the attackers. They will be 
defeated, but it will take more 
time and effort than original- 
ly expected. The report tells 
us little that is not already 
known. But, its reference to 
the careful planning behind 
tthe invasion may be supple- 
mented by details given in 
a graphic despatch from a 
special correspondent of “The 
Times” of London. 

Not only did the Russians 
supply the aggressors with 
very large amounts of equip- 
ment, but much of it was new, 
though of types used in the 
last war. Some captured 
vehicles, for example, had less 
than 800 kilometres recorded 
on their speedometers, and 
marks from the moulds were 
still on the tyres. The types 
of equipment possessed by the 
North Koreans was. known, 
but not their quantity, nor the 


degree of training or the effec- ; 


tiveness of the army. Some 
of the preparations for the at- 
tack were, it is thought, made 
outside North Korea—in Man- 
churia or even in Russian ter- 
ritory. 

The main reason for the in- 
vasion was the failure of 
other methods to get control. 
Political means were used in 
vain in the carly days of the 
occupation, and during the 
past two years the Com- 
munists used subversive and 
“guerilla” tacties”>~ These~ also” 
failed, Moreover South Korea 
was getting on its feet, for in- 
flation had been checked and 
economic conditions improved 
with American aid. The last 
straw was the success of the 
elections in the South at the 
end of May, in which 90 per 
cent of the regjstered voters 
of both sexes went to the 
polls. 

The Communists were hit 
particularly by the decision of 
the moderate groups to take 
part. They had _ boycotted 
the first elections, and ever 
since had been wooed by the 
North Koreans, who tried. to 
get these middle of the road 
froups on their side. The 
failure was thus a double 
one, Communists have an in- 
feriority complex. about elec- 
tions—and not without reason. 
They had decided long ‘before 
to take over the South by 
forte, bit this election made 
them realise that feeling in 
the South was hardening 
against them, What is more, 
the South Korean - army, 
which had been denied com- 
bat aircraft, tanks and heavy 
artillery, was in process of 
acquiring some of this equip- 
ment. The North struck “while

(Foundations 
of Turkish Nationalism, by Uric) 
Heyd, published by Luzac and tia 
Harville Press). . 

Gockilp died in 1924. But this 
account of his outlook is imnort- 
ant because the nationalist ideas 
in many Eastern countries today 
are still very much the same ar 
those of Coekalp. An analysis of 
the strength and wenkness of 
Gockalp's philosophy will there- 
fore throw light on jthe chances 
of survival of the national states’ 
of contemporary Asia, ,
